The ordinary time in freight ship¬ 
ments,where the distance is from 200 to 300 miles, is from three 
to five days; distances of 300 to 600 miles, four to eight days; 
from 600 to 1200 miles, six to 14 days, and this time is often 
exceeded, so that it will be well to anticipate and be sure 
to order goods in time.

THE TOOL HOUSE AT HOME. 

The following article we copy from 
the July, 1895 “Century.” It is by 
Bayard T. Putnam:— 

“I wish to present a plea for a 
‘tool-house’at home for the young 
people, and one well stocked with the 
best tools. A great deal of credit¬ 
able work has doubtless been done 
with a jack-knife and an old cross' 
cut saw, reinforced, possibly, with a 
half-worn out smoothing plane, a 
rusty bit or two, and, perhaps, a 
chisel; and a certain amount of in¬ 
genuity has unquestionably been de¬ 
veloped by the adaptation of these 
tools to the work in hand. But, after 
all, the best that can usually be said 
of such work is that it is very well 
done considering the means. The 
edges are rarely square and true, 
the joints are rarely well made, and 


the time consumed on the “job” is 
apt to be unduly prolonged, so that 
the work, if intended for something 
more than a mere makeshift, be¬ 
comes wearisome before it is com¬ 
pleted. A necessary consequence is 
that the boy (or girl, for there is no 
reason why a girl should be ignorant 
of the use of tools) becomes discour¬ 
aged with his work, and decides that 
his forte is in some other direction. 
If, on the other hand, a boy once be¬ 
comes familiar with the use of good 
tools—tools such as an artisan would 
use for the same work—the knowl¬ 
edge stands by him, and is a source 
of constant pleasure and often of 
some profit. In a few words, to 
use a Western expression, the best 
tools ought not to be “too rich for 
the blood” of any intelligent Ameri¬ 
can boy.”

Besides, the tools would 
have to be sharpened at an expense 
of at least $1.50.

We will once for all explain to our 
friends just how we can furnish these 
tools of most excellent quality at 
such reasonable prices. 

First—B y reason of improved ma¬ 
chinery, lower cost of stock, and 
greater facilities for manufacturing, 
manufacturers are enabled to pro¬ 
duce tools at prices varying from 25 
to 60 per cent less than the same 
tools were produced fifteen, ten, or 
even five years ago. To-day very 
decent gimlets cost us $2.80 per 
gross—less than 2 cents apiece 5 the 
common kind, usually put up in

small tool chests, can be bought for 
less than one-half of this price. 
Ten years ago these gimlets cost 
three times as much. About the 
same time planes similar to the one 
which we put in even the cheapest 
set, cost us $1.20. At the present 
time we buy them for 54 cents, and 
so on. 

If you will take a Chisel, Gouge, 
Draw Knife or Hatchet to a shop to 
be ground, you will have to pay not 
less than 10, and from that to 25 
cents for grinding and sharpening. 
We have special machinery for 
grinding these tools, and grind from 
100 to 500 of a single size tool at a 
time, and it costs us less than 2 cents 
to sharpen a H inch chisel or gouge. 

Second —In selling these tools in 
Sets, we are selling them virtually 
at wholesale and can afford to sell 
them at wholesale prices. It costs 
more to sell goods at retail than 
wholesale. Let us take the estima¬ 
ted cost of selling these tools by the 
piece at retail, as compared with the 
cost of selling them in sets, taking 
the Set No.l5as an example. 

There are 80 tools in this set. It 
usually takes about ten minutes to 
wait on a customer, do up the article, 
make change, etc., etc. At this rate 
it would take 800 minutes to sell in 
the ordinary retail way the tools in 
this set.

INFLATION. 

We would call attention to the fact 
that in our lists giving the number 
of Tools, we have not inflated the 
quantities.

11. We give the number of tools as 
80. This number would be swelled 
to 122 if we called the No. 64 Tool 
Holder with 20 tools—21 tools, the 


No. 79 Bracket Saw Frame with 12 
Blades, 13 Tools, etc., etc. 

We refer to this because it is quite 
common practice, and in our judg¬ 
ment, is misleading. While in a 
literal sense the No. 64 comprises 21 
tools, it is recognized in the trade as 
being a tool in itself, and on this 
account we describe it as a single 
tool.

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AS TO THE COMPARATIVE 
QUALITY OF TOOLS IN 
SETS Nos. 22 TO 28. 

As this is a question of consider¬ 
able interest to prospective purchas¬ 
ers, we would like, in as few words 
as possible, to explain the reasons for 
the difference in the prices of the 
various assortments, it being under¬ 
stood, of course, that the chief 
reason lies in the quantity or num¬ 
ber of tools. 

First, let us explain that the prin¬ 
cipal tools in all these various sets 
are the best that can be furnished, 
and are of equal quality in all the 
sets. For example, the Planes, 
Chisels, Gouges, Hatchets, Draw 
Knives, and all Edge tools are the 
same in all the sets, also Saws, Oil 
Stones, Hammers, Files, etc., etc. 

There are, however, differences in 
style, finish and other points, many 
mechanics having their own ideas 
and preferences. Let us give ex¬ 
amples of this, taking a few of the 
leading tools. 

Chisels— The Chisels furnished 
in sets Nos. 22 to 24 are the regular 
style, highly finished, ground sharp, 
and have applewood or hickory 
handles. Those furnished in Sets 
Nos. 25 and 26 are the same, but have 
beveled edges or backs. Some me¬ 
chanics prefer them in this way on 
account of their being lighter and 
tidier. Those furnished in Sets Nos. 
27 and 28 are the same, but have im¬ 
proved leather tipped handles. 

Boring Bits— In Sets Nos. 22 to 
24, we furnish the Snell’s double lip 
Auger Bits. In Sets Nos. 25 and 26, 


the extension lip Jennings’ pattern 
Auger Bits, and in Sets Nos. 27 and 
28, the Russell Jennings’ Auger Bit. 
All of these classes are of excellent 
quality, but the Russell Jennings’ bit 
is the best, because it bores quicker 
and makes a cleaner hole. In Sets 
Nos. 22 to 24, for the larger sizes, 
we furnish Center Bits. In Sets 
Nos. 25 to 28 the Clark Expansive 
Bit. The Clark bit may be adjusted 
to cut any size hole from & to 3 inch, 
and is, of course, better than the 
center bits, but considerably higher 
in price.

Draw Knives -The Draw Knives 
furnished in Sets Nos. 22 to 21 are 
the razor blade pattern; those furn¬ 
ished in Sets Nos. 25 to 28 are the 
same, but have handles that can be 
adjusted to any angle.

The above few examples will, we 
hope, serve to explain the differences 
referred to at the beginning of this 
article, as lack of space forbids our 
going into further details.

The following item is taken from 
our local paper : 

“The two-year-old son of Edward

It is almost cruel to even allude to 
the feelings of parents in cases of 
this kind, but is it not criminal care¬ 
lessness to permit medicines and 
drugs to lie about the house indis¬ 
criminately ? 

Casualties like the above are all too 
common. We have seen an article 
on this subject, in which the writer 
estimates that in this country there 
are upwards of three thousand chil¬ 
drens’ lives lost annually in this man¬ 
ner. 

How are the family remedies, 
medicines and chemicals usually 
placed? How in your house? Are 
they not located somewhat on this 
plan—subject to variations of course: 

Bath Room—On shelf, Pond’s Ex¬ 
tract, Ammonia, Bi-carb. Soda, Liver 
Pills, etc., etc. 

Dining Room—In sideboard or 
closet, Jamaica Ginger, Brandy, Cod 
Liver Oil, etc., etc. 

Mother’s Room—In dressing case 
top drawer (perhaps). Court Plaster, 
Bandages and Cotton. On top of 
chiffonier, in box or basket, a whole 
lot of all sorts of remedies; in chif¬ 
fonier drawer, either top, next to 
top, next to bottom—or perhaps in 
all six—more remedies 

Boy’s Room—On high shelf. Arn¬ 
ica, Carbolic Acid, Toothache Drops, 
Castoria, etc., etc. 


There is no more useful article of 
furniture in a house than the Medi¬ 
cine Cabinet, not only on account of 
avoiding fatalities, but as affording 
a means of getting these things 
quickly when wanted. In case of 
accidents and sudden sickness, par¬ 
ticularly at night, it is a help—and 
comfort as well—to be able to pro¬ 
cure remedies promptly. 

In going over a house recently 
built, we noticed in the bath-room a 
cupboard designed for holding medi¬ 
cines, etc. It was about 24 inches 
wide, 18 inches high and 5 inches 
deep, and was built right in the wall 
or partition so that it really took up 
no space that was available for any 
other purpose. Don’t know who was 
responsible, the architect or owner, 
but it struck us that it was one of 
the most practical, common sense 
ideas we had ever seen. If you ex¬ 
pect to build it will be well to bear 
it in mind.

The following article is from the 
pen of that brilliant writer, Edward 
Bok, and is part of an editorial 
written by him in the ‘‘Ladies’ 
Home Journal” two or three years 
since: 

* * * * * 

“At each return of the Christmas 
season hundreds of us, men and 
women alike, are walking interroga¬ 
tion points. Daily, yes hourly, the 
question comes up: “What presents 
shall I give for Christmas?” and a 
week before Christmas Day finds 
many as far from a solution of the 
problem as when it first presented 
itself. And when the object of a 
Christmas remembrance belongs to 
the masculine tribe, the problem is 
apt to take on a hue of inky black¬ 
ness in the mind of a woman, and 
she asks herself, “Now, if he was 
only a woman, I would know what to 
give, but what does a man want ? ” 

***** 

“A man is an exceedingly peculiar 
being in many respects. If he is 
anything he is practical, and this is 
particularly true of him in the mat¬ 
ter of presents. The first thing that 


occurs to a man’s mind when he re¬ 
ceives a present is, “How can I use 
it?” The purely ornamental has 
with him, as a rule, only a passing 
interest. He likes to see pretty 
things in his home, but he would far 
rather give them than receive them. 
He is prosaic. The gift which means 
most to him is that which will in 
some way add to his comfort. He 
wants to use his presents. “What 
good is a thing unless you can use 
it ?” is his argument, and into prac¬ 
tical service he immediately seeks 
to put a practical present, while the 
pretty knick-knack is looked at once, 
admired, and put away. Not that 
he is inappreciative if the gift comes 
to him in the shape of a dainty 
knick-knack, but he will enjoy a 
practical and useful present far 
more. The wise woman is she who, 
in selecting a present, thinks of the 
practical man rather than of the 
other sort.” 

***** 

At the time of writing this article, 
Mr. Bok knew nothing of our Tool 
Chests and Tools. If he had, he 
might have suggested to his many 
readers an excellent solution of the 
problem. 


AS TO AGE. 

We are often asked what age 
a boy should attain before he be 
allowed to use a Set of Tools. In 
response to this we would say, that 
it depends very largely upon the 
boy’s disposition and characteristics. 
We have known boys seven years of 
age who have handled tools to quite 
good advantage, and other boys of 
ten who could not. The writer has 
in use a table, about 28 inches square, 
made by a boy ten years old, and it 


is as nice and well made a job as 
could be done by any carpenter. The 
materials cost about 60 cents, and 
the table could not be duplicated in 
a furniture store for less than $2.25. 

There isn’t a tool in any of the 
Sets from Nos. 2 to 7 that cannot be 
used by a boy of six or seven years 
of age, or by a grown person of 
seventy or eighty years. 

In the Sets Nos. 12 to 18 some of 
the tools are a little larger, and we 
would not recommend them for boys 
under eight years of age.
